dare not tell tho truth, as they would be expelled if they did. Hence 


their telegtarns are colorless, and even then all are not passed. 


I am managing to send some scraps of truth by means of a 


subterfuge which, of course, I cannot now reveal. 


REVOLUTION IS INEVITABLE, 


The impending revolution is slow iu coming, but when it does 


come all the authorities now occupying the scene will fall without 


resistance. They are utterly incapable of defending tlioir position. 


One thing that makes me think the Carlists mean to make an 


early move ia that the private secretary of Don Carlos and tho Mar- 


quis de Ceralbo, one of his leaders, both affirm that the patriotism 


of the pretender induces him for the moment to disapprove' of tho 
uprising in his favor.

All this happened about Inwood, it 


lovely section of the city situated in 
the borough of Manhattan, on tha 
shore of the Hudson river below Spuy- 
ten Duyvil.

(situated at Inwood, The firemen have 
plenty of time to flih and row and com- 
mit to memory the time tables of tha 
Hudson river Bteambouts. Occasion- 
ally they respond to an alarm of fire, 
the response being- accomplished with 
great difficulty. The alarm ticked out 
that the flro was above Two Hundred 
und Sixth street, and the men of the 
engine company started out to find it. 


They knew the roads In a general 


way within a radium of a mile of the 
engine house, but beyond that dis- 
tance the ipper end of the Bronx is a 
trackless wilderness to them. Away 
they wont, closely followed by the 
email boy popular in Inwood and sur- 
rounding parts of the city. The flro 
engine ran unexpectedly into a cross 
road, and, trying to tack, the driver be- 
c»mo confused and tangled the who!* 
concern in a Htretcu of underbrush an<| 
stumps. It was apparent that the en- 
Ifine would have to be abandoned, so 
the firemen left it and went on to the 
flre on foot. 


After an hour's work they returned 


to where they had left their engine and 
horses. Bngino and horses were miss- 
Ing1. They trailed the engine clear to 
Inwood and arrived in time to find a 
crowd of boys trying to put it into the 
engine house.

i Not many women in America can 
boast having made an ascension in a 
balloon. This pastime most of the fair 
•ex are willing to leave to the *mra 
folks, owing' to its perilous nature, al- 
though several women, havo performed 
the feat successfully. The first ascent 
over made by a female in this eotm- 
try was at the town of Eastern, Pa., 
43 years ago. 
The woman's namO is 


Mrs. Lucretia Bradley Hubboll, .and' 
slio still lives, making her home at 
Norwich, Conn. The ascension was a 
decided success, and tho papers 
of 


those days extolled tho achievement 
as one of the most marvelouu with 
which woman was accredited. 
Al- 


though nearly hul£ a century has 
passed since that day so eventful to 
Sirs. Hubbell, and she now is a, wrin- 
kled oldlady of TO, she retains the mem- 
ory of the ascension as clearly as if it 
were not morn than a week ago. 
She 


told the story of her flight through 
the air the other day, and the tenacity 
of her memory is shown in tho fol- 
lowing, a literal transeiipt of her own 
words: 


"I rose with perfect calmness and 


great velocity to,a height of over two 
miies, my whole feelings being tliose 
of indescribable trauquility arid grat- 
ified delight. There was no percepti- 
ble breeze until I reached the highest 
point of my voyage, directly over tho 
Delaware, when *our heavy currents 
struck ray balloon on all aides with 
equal force. landing my balloon full, 
I opened the valve three times In suc- 
cession, and while letting off gaa as 
fust as I could, the balloon ut the 
BIUUO time rapidly emptying itself 
from the mouth, n very strong under- 
current forcing up the mouth nt the 
balloon caused a roaring lilu- the oooan 
In a heavy frtorm, followed by a noise 
like the discharge of a cannon and a 
sudden fall of about 100 feet. 


"I then, loolccd up and snw the bal- 


leroii all shattered, with the exception 
of two pieces, one being about 
one- 


eighth the hlxe of the balloon. I threw 
out my sand and grappling iron, placed 
myself firmly in the car in iin> uprig 
position, my hands extended clasping 
tho handles on each side. I nlti i unte- 
ly looked on each side ami admired 
the grandeur and beauty of tho scene; 
in fact I spent ten iniuutcx singing 
u song of praise to the. Creator of Mieli 
u scene of beauty and :,ublimc gran- 
deur. 
Rapidly descending, I landed 


tafely but with great force in the cen- 
ter of n large clover field in Still val- 
ley, New Jersey, four 
miles 
from 


Kublou, nt 11:30 o'cloelc a. m., Im\ing 
been up ju!,t an hour, 20 minutes of 
which was after the bursting of the 
balloon." 


Mn>. Hubbell afterward built 
an- 


other balloon and stationed it nt Ei- 
mirii, N. Y., during the stata fair. She 
says i,lie lias spent $3,000 in building a 
scientific machine to manufacture gaa 
on an impiovcd plan. SIic has made 
many ascensions since that fii it and 
thrilling experience in midair iu the 
month of March, 1S55, and pridej, her- 
self on nei er having been af raid.-—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.
